Occasions arise where words of clear-headed, far-seeing guidance 


from men of knowledge and judgment would be helpful to all of us. We 
rightfully look for this from prominent men who ought always to be pub- 
licists. But in our inconsiderate haste we insist on immediate declara- 
tions of opinion from those whom we are accustomed to follow. Not only 
must their views be given instantly, but they must also be sharp and 
decided. 


Thus those who should he the leaders of public thought too frequently 


become panderers to public impatience. They are too often competitors 
for publicity. They strive to get> on the front page of the first edition 
of the newspapers. 
To do this, speeches and interviews even on the 


gravest and most complicated questions are prepared with frantic precipi- 
tancy and in lurid language. That necessary delay required by gathering 
and mastering data and carefully working out the problem which it pre- 
sents would make out of date the publication of the conclusions thus 
formed; while cool and balanced language would lack that sting and 
eccentricity at present so attractive to our taste. We require that the 
outgivings of our public men shall be full of "pep" and "punch;" other- 
wise they are rejected by a public palate which has become accustomed 
to high seasoning. 


Thus our public discussion is peculiarly heated, spasmodic and 


charged with error. Instead of a full statement of facts, they are often 
given only in part and with prejudiced ardor. Extravagant catchwords 
more and more frequently take the place of careful reasoning; and explo- 
sive epithet rather than clear argument is made the weapon of serious 
controversy. So it is 'that public opinion, lashed by inconstant winds, 
whirls in eddies, now about this point and now about that, instead of 
flowing in full and constant current. 


The papers of the statesmen of our formative period, and indeed of 


the more powerful ones down to recent times, when compared with many 
produced today, disclose the change in the manner of thinking of public 
men and their expression of it. Those of recent years appear to be imma- 
ture, hastily prepared and overemphasized when read iri parallel with 
those of our early and middle history. 


Yet those calmer and simpler papers dealt with problems as weighty 


as any that ever confronted the mind of man, and were written at times 
when popular passions raged ungovernably. The others discussed ques- 
tions no greater and appeared at times no more perilous. They indicated 
that we have indeed acquired the harmless "punch" of extravagance, but 
have lost the deadly "punch" of moderation. In gaining velocity we 
seem to have impaired our sense of direction.

shape and often breaks it. 


Avoid getting leather wet, but when 


wet and muddy, gontly wipe oft" the 
mud instead Of letting it dry on and 
while the leather is still wet, rub in 
a little warm oil. The shoe should 
dry slowly. Do not place it in a hot 
oven or on a hot radiator, as intense 
heat and cold are bad for leather and 
especially the changes from one to 
the other. 


Shoes should be kept clean and well- 


polished, as this prevents dirt getting 
into the pores and rotting the leather.

This question of conservation of 


food has become so agitated by those 
who have a knowledge of what it 
means in the preservation of life, who 
have made a study of the food condi- 
tions, and the requirements. of the 
country, that it is beginning to arouse 
the entire nation. 
The economist 


whose duty it is to study the output 
and compare it with the consumption, 
sees a rapidly creeping up of one on 
the other, and, when the appetite of 
consumption gets a headway on the 
output, where will the nation be? It 
is time the people were aroused, for 
there is danger ahead unless the in- 
telligence of the people is awakened to 
the facts. The crop of 1917 will be 
less than an average one, and see* the 
work it has to perform. It has to 
feed the man producing it, and he is 
of less efficiency today than a year 
ago. His strength has been reduced 
by the drawing away of the thousands 
from the farms, who are now in the 
ranks of the consumer instead of in that 
of the producer. There is an inverse 
ratio here that can only be under- 
stood when confronted with the ap- 
palling figures presented by those in 
charge of the conservation work. The 
army has to be fed, dependents cared 
for, the navy has to have provisions, 
and we cannot sit idly by and see the 
women and children of the countries 
across the sea starve. There is such 
a great call for active participation in 
the matter- of providing food, that 
those who are left at home in charge 
of this work have a resp&nsibility 
placed upon tnem fully as great as has 
the man at the front who has gone out 
to protect the homes, the sanctity and 
the honor of those who are left behind. 
The producer should think only of 
this; there should be economy, not 
only of labor. Every acre of avail- 
able land should be producing. Ad- 
vantage should be taken of every day- 
light hour. It must not be a case of 
how much can we make. It must be 
a case of "light" with those who have 
gone overseas, but in our way, fight to 
win the war. Where that spirit per- 
vades will be found the spirit of the 
patriotic American.

But in our inconsiderate haste we insist on immediate declara­ 
tions of opinion from those whom we are accustomed to follow. 
Not only 
must their views be given instantly, but they must also be sharp and 
decided. 
Thus those who should he tho leaders of public thought too frequently 
become panderers to public impatience. 
They are too often competitors 
for publicity. 
They strive to gei> on the front page of the first edition 
of the newspapers. 
To do this, speeches and interviews even on the 
gravest and most complicated questions are prepared with frantic precipi­ 
tancy and in lurid language. 
That necessary delay required by gathering 
* 
and mastering data and carefully working out the problem which it pre­ 
sents would make out of date tho publication of the conclusions thus 
formed; while cool and balanced language would lack that sting and 
eccentricity at present so attractive to our taste. 
We require that the 
outgivings of our public men shall be full of “pep** and “punch;” other­ 
wise they are rejected by a public palate which has become accustomed 
to high seasoning. 
Thus our public discussion is peculiarly heated, spasmodic and 
charged with error. 
Instead of a full statement of facts, they are often 
given only in part and with prejudiced ardor. 
Extravagant catchwords 
more and more frequently take the place of careful reasoning; and explo­ 
sive epithet rather than clear argument is made the weapon of serious 
controversy. 
So it is 'that public opinion, lashed by inconstant winds, 
whirls in eddies, now about this point and now about that, instead of 
flowing in full and constant current. 
The papers of the statesmen of our formative period, and indeed of 
tho more powerful ones down to recent times, when compared with many 
produced today, disclose the change in the manner of thinking of public 
men and their expression of it. 
Those of recent years appear to be imma­ 
ture, hastily prepared and overemphasized when read in parallel with 
those of our early and middle history. 
Yet those calmer and simpler papers dealt with problems as weighty 
as any that ever confronted the mind of man, and were written at times 
when popular passions raged ungovernably. 
The others discussed ques­ 
tions no greater and appeared at times no more perilous. 
They indicated 
that we have indeed acquired the harmless “punch” of extravagance, but 
have lost the deadly “punch” of moderation. 
In gaining velocity we 
seem to have impaired our sense of direction.

It Is not such a hard job to market 
eggs so that one gets the best prices 
and so that none of the eggs spoil. 
One poultry raiser offers these simple 
precautions for improving the egg 
crop: 
1. Confine or sell all roosters after 
May 35. Tho rooster makes eggs fer­ 
tile. Fertile eggs spoil. 
2. provide plenty of roomy, clean, 
well-littered nests, 
W rty nests cause 
dirty eggs and dirty eggs spoil quickly. 
You need a nest for every five or six 
hens. 
S. Gather the eggs twice a day dur­ 
ing warm weather. 
4. Put your eggs In a good, service- 


Shoes, Like Their Owners, 
Require Periods of Rest 


The proper care of shoes will not 
only do much to extend tho life of the 
shoe, but will also improve its appear­ 
ance, says Charlotte E. Carpenter of 
the Colorado Agricultural college. 
Keep the heels squared. 
A “run- 
over” heel forces the counter out of 
shape and often breaks it. 
Avoid getting leather wet, but when 
wet and muddy, gently wipe off the 
mud instead Of letting it dry on and 
while the leather is still wet, rub in 
a little warm oil. 
The shoe should 
dry slowly. 
Do not place it in a hot 
oven or on a hot radiator, as intense 
heat and cold are bad for leather and 
especially the changes from one to 
the other. 
Shoes should be kept clean and well- 
polished, as this prevents dirt getting 
into the pores and rotting the leather.

and we cannot sit idly by and see the 
women and children of the countries 
across the sea starve. 
There is such 
a great call for active participation in 
the matter, of providing food, 
that 
those who are left at home in charge 
of this work have a respbnsibility 
placed upon them fully as great as has 
the man at the front who has gone out 
to protect the homes, the sanctity and 
the honor of those who are left behind. 
The producer should think only of 
this; there should be economy, not 
only of labor. Every acre of avail­ 
able land should be producing. 
Ad­

It must not be a case of 
how much can we make. 
It must be 
a case of “fight” with those who have 
gone overseas, but in our way, fight to 
win the war.

Tattoo Horses' Ears. 


As a means of identifying horses 


and other animals a good many breed- 
ers now tattoo a number on the inside 
"of the ear of each animal in their 
studs, flocks or herds, this number 
serving as an index to the record of 
its pedigree. Fipures which are to 
Identify the animal are put in the slot- 
ted jaw of a punch made for the pur- 
pose, and after the jaws 'of the" punch 
have been closed down on the ear, in- 
dia ink is rubbed into the punctures. 
When the skin heals over this ink the 
animal is marked for life. 


With some kinds of horses, such as 


Percherons and Suffolks, which often 
are all of one color, without distin- 
guishing white marks, some such sys- 
tem of marking is essential to the 
keeping of accurate records for repis- 
tration. Applied to race horses and 
trotters, it prevents the substitution 
of one horse for another, or "ringing," 
as the practice is called, and makes 
it possible to identify animals with 
certainty wherever they are found.

British 
medical corresponded 


commentlnp upon some recent Frenct 
statistics, says: "Out of 55 cases ol 
head injury it was found, for exam- 
ple, that 42 occurred in soldiers who 
wore no helmets. Amonp the 42 there 
were 23 fractured skulls. The remain- 
Ing 19 cases suffered from severe scalp 
wounds. Amonp the 13 cases which 
wore helmets there was not a sinplo 
fracture of the skull; eipht showed 
some concussion effects, and five had 
slipht wounds.

ber of the unprotected cases died:

British 
medical 
correspondent 
commenting upon some recent Frenel: 
statistics, says: 
“Out of 55 cases ol 
head injury It was found, for exam­ 
ple, that 42 occurred in soldiers who 
wore i)o helmets. Among the 42 there 
were 23 fractured skulls. 
The remain­ 
ing 19 cases suffered from severe scalp 
wounds. 
Among the 13 cases which 
wore helmets there was not a single 
fracture of the sk u ll; eight showed 
some concussion effects, and five had 
slight wounds. 
A considerable num­ 
ber of the unprotected cases d ied ; 
none of the protected diecf. 
The most 
significant fact which has 
emerged 
since the hejmet was introduced was 
emphasized by Doctor Roussy at the 
Academy of Medicine last year. 
lie 
said that the percentage of cases show­ 
ing wounds In the head had Increased. 
The reason was, of course, that the 
number of sudden deaths from the 
cause had markedly decreased.” 


Good Year for Doctors. 
“This is certainly a great year for 
doctors,” remarked an Interne, accord­ 
ing to a New York correspondent. 
“Only a few years ago there were so 
many M. D.’s with their shingle out 
here that some of them had to lake up 
other business to keep the wolf from 
the door.

Passed Curfew Law. 


The burgess and town council of the 


Rorough of Hanover has passed a curfew 
law which in part is as follows: That it 
shall be unlawful for boye under 16 years 
of age and girls under 18 years of age to 
be, or remain, in or upon streets, alleys, 
parks, or public places io the Borough of 
Hanover at night after the hour of 9 o'- 
clock, P. M., unless such child is accom- 
panied by a parent, guardian or other per- 
son having the legal custody of such child, 
or unless such child is bearing a written 
statement, dated the same day, signed by 
parent or guardian, declaring that the 
child is on an emergency errand. As a 
warning a bell shall be sounded at 15 min- 
utes to 9 o'clock each evening to be known 
as the "Curfew Bell," after which all such 
children shall be required to be at home 
or off the streets. Upon the second vio- 
lation of said ordinance, said parent, 
guardian or person having the legal cus- 
tody of said child so offending shall, upon 
conviction thereof before the chief burgess, 
be sentenced to pay a fine of not more 
than $5, nor less than $1, and the costs of 
suit; or, on failure of the convicted -party 
to pay said fine, to be imprisoned in the 
borough lock-up for a period not to ex- 
ceed 5 days at the discretion of the chief 
burgess.

steak, chops, or roast—seems hardlj 
worth saving. 


Mary households take just this view 


of the matter—do not trouble to put 
such an insignificant scrap into the 
icebox or soup pot—dd not bother to 
save for cookery a spoonful or two of 
«> 


drippings or a tiny bit of suet or fat. 
' Yet if every one of the 20,000,000 
American families on the average 
wastes each day only one ounce of 
edible meat or fat, it means a daily 
waste of l,2f>0.000 pounds of animal 
food—450,000,000 pounds of valuable 
animal food a year, according to sta- 
tisticians of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


At average dressed weights, it would 


take the gross weight of o\er 875,000,- 
000 steers, or over 3,000,000 hogs— 
bones and all—to provide this weight 
of meat or fat for each garbage pail 
or kitchen sink. 
If the bones and 


butcher's waste are eliminated, these 
figures would be increased to 1,150,000 
cattle and 3,700,000 hogs. 


Or, again, if the waste were distrib- 


uted according to the per capita con- 
sumption of the various moats (exclud- 
ing hones), it would use up a com- 
bined herd of over 538,000 beef ani 
mals, 291,000 calves, over 625,000 
sheep and lambs, and over 2,132,000 
hogs. 


Millions of tons of feed and hay, 


the grass from vast pastures and the 
labor of armies of cattlemen and 
butchers also would be scrapped by 
this meat-waste'route. 


AVaste of meat or fat is inexcusable, 


say tlie government experts. 
Every 


bit of lean meat can be used in soups, 
stews, or in combination with cereals; 
every spoonful of fat can bo employed 
In cookery; every bit of drippings and 
gravy can be saved so easily nnd used 
to add flavor and nourishment to other

Value of Corn Meal in the 


Diet Underestimated, Says 


Expert in Home Economics 


Include corn meal in the diet and 


learn to like it. The qualities of com 
tneul have been underestimated. In the 
opinion of Mrs. Mary P. Van Zile, dean 
of the division of home economics in 
the Kansas State Agricultural college. 


Bolted corn meal Is now cheap, as 


compared with other cereals. It costs 
nbout half as much as wheat flour, 
only a third as much as rolled oats, 
and a fourth as much as rolled wheat. 


Corn meal has a high food value, 


says Mrs. Van Zile. Although the bolt- 
ed meal does not supply so much tis- 
sue-building material as wheat flour, 
it does supply more starch and fat. 
Tli 3 unbolted corn meal, which Is of 
good flavor and is preferred by many, 
has more tissue-building material, as 
well as more starch and fat, than the 
wheat flour. 


For a long time pellagra was sup- 


posed to be contracted through eating 
corn meal. Scientific investigation has 
proved that this is false and there Is 
•no danger from eating ordinary quanti- 
ties. 


Corn meal can be used successfully 


in a variety of ways. As a breakfast 
cereal, fruit mush,, corn bread, or as 
corn griddle cakes it is a success from 
a nutritive, as well as an economic 
standpoint. A satisfactory bread may 
be made by using one-half wheat flour 
and one-half corn meal.

COOLING THINGS FOR HOT DAYS. 


Ice-cold coffee diluted about half the 


strength used when serving it hot, is 


a most refreshing 
cool 
d r i n k 
for 


w a r m 
weather. 


Serve it with a 
slice of lemon in 
each cup. 


Iced Coco a.— 


Sift a cupful of 
cocoa with three- 
quarters of a cup- 


ful of sugar, pour a cupful of hot wa- 
ter over the mixture and boil until a 
rich sirup results. Keep this in a jar 
in the ice chest and when wishing to 
serve it, a tablespoonful of the sirup 
is stirred into a glass of cold milk. 
Cocoa is liked by some with a very 
little vanilla flavor and a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch to give it more richness. 
A pinch of cinnamon or cloves is an- 
other addition liked by some. Chill 
the cocoa, mix it with sugar and 
cream and serve with whipped cream 
on top. 


Fruit Mint Julep.—Boil three pints, 


of water and one and a half pounds 
of sugar jten minutes. Remove from 
the heat and add a packed cupful of 
mint leaves. Cover and let stand ten, 
minutes. 
Strain through two thick-1 


nesses of cheesecloth and cool. Strain 
the juice of 12 lemons, add one and a 
half cupfuls. each of orange and straw- 
berry juice and turn into the mint 
sirup; let blend at least an hour. 
When ready to serve pour a quart of 
charged water over a large piece of Ice 
in the punchbowl, then turn in the 
mint julep. Sprigs of mint and a few 
slices of fresh strawberries make a 
pretty addition to the bowl. 


The secret of fine-flavored iced tea 


is to make it fresh. Draw the tea 
about three minutes, then pour it over 
ice and let stand in chipped ice until 
chilled. Serve by filling glasses one- 
third full of shaved ice and top with 
a bit of lemon. Let each person sweet- 
en his own tea. 


Gingerade.—This is a drink which 


sliould be used as it is not oaly pal- 
atable but economical. Stir a table- 
spoonful of ginger with four of sugar, 
add a pint of chilled water and serve 
when settled. 
Some like a dash of 


vinegar, others a little molasses in- 
stead of sugar for sweetening. This 
Is an old-fashioned harvest drink. 


Orangeade.—For this simple drink 


allow a pint of cold water for each 
pint of orange juice with the Juice of 
one lemon. Add sugar to taste and 
stand near the ice until ready to serve. 
At serving time beat an egg very light 
and pour the liquid over it. Serve at 
once.

Mushrooms. 


The amateur may learn a few of the 


common edible kinds of mushrooms 
and stajing by them will be perfectly 
safe. No siher spoon or other such 
test should be relied upon. The puff- 
ball, which is so ofton found in woodsy 
places and grows to a large size, is a 
kind which need never be feared. Peel 
the ball and slice it in thin slices. 
Often one pufTball will weigh several 
pounds and will furnish food for sev- 
eral families. 


Broiled Mushrooms. 


Pool the mushroom and take out the 


stem, If it is the kind with gills. But- 
tor the broiler and lay in the caps, gills 
upw ard. Drop a bit of butter into each 
cap, sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
broil delicately until tho butter has 
molted into the flesh of the mushroom. 
Serve immediately on hot buttered 
toast. 


A few mushrooms fried in a little 


butter 
added to creamed 
chicken 


makes a most dainty morsel. 
Mush- 


rooms also arc an adition to sweet- 
breads nnd, cooked and chilled, may be 
added to salad with good results. 


Mushroom Soup. 


Wash and dry a pound and a half of 


mushrooms. Melt two tableapoonfu'.s 


of butter in a saucepan ; add one sliced 
ouion and the mushrooms. Fry for 
five minutes; take out 12 of the small- 
est mushrooms apd set aside. 
Add 


throe pints of water to the contents of 
the saucepan, one blade of mace and 
salt and pepper to season. Let ,cook 
slowly until the mushrooms are tender, 
then rub them through a sieve and re- 
turn to the saucepan ; add the small re- 
served mushrooms, together with two 
teaspoonfuls of mushroom catsup. Mix 
a tablespoonful of flour with one of 
milk and let cook gently for five min- 
utes. Warm a cupful of cream, put in 
the soup tureen and add the soup. 
Serve very hot. 


Escaloped Mushrooms. 


Put mushrooms in a buttered baking 


dish with alternate layers of buttered 
crumbs, seasoning each layer plenti- 
fully with butter, salt and pepper and 
a gill of cream. 
Bake 20 minutes, 


keeping covered while in the oven. 


Baked Mushrooms. 


Prepare the mushrooms as for broil- 


ing. Spread slices of bread with but- 
ter, then cover each slice with mustf- 
rooms. Put the baking pan into a ho^ 
oven for five minutes, then draw out 
and season each mushroom with but- 
ter, pepper and salt. Push the pan 
back and bake until the mushrooms 
are tender. Serve on the bread, which 
should be delicately browned. 


ECONOMY HINTS. 


When vegetables such as lettuce are 


wilted do not throw them away, wash 


in cold water then place 
in a pail tightly covered 
and let stand an hour or 
two when the crisp fresh- 
ness will have returned. 
Parsley may be kept for 
two or three weeks, by 
washing it carefully and 
then putting it into a 
glass jar with a cover 
well screwed on. It will 
help to wash the parsley 


once or twice during tho time It Is 
kept, shaking off the surplus water. 
A coffee can is a fine receptacle for 
crisping lettuce or parsley as It is 
easier to handle from a large-mouthed 
receptacle. 


This is the season for mushrooms 


and they may be found in old pastures 
or woods in abundance, affording deli- 
cious food at little cost. 


Raspberries ana1 strawberries keep 


better when spread out on a platter 
or plate, in fact twice as long as when 
heaped in a dish; the weight of the 
berries crush and spoil them. 


Oatmeal Cookies.—Take two cupfula 


of fine or ground oatmeal which has 
been browned, two cupfuls of floup, 
one egg, a half cupful of sour milk 
and a half teaspoonful of soda, a half 
cupful of shortening and a cupful of 
sugar, add raisins and nuts and drop 
from a teaspoon on a well-greased 
baking pan. 


Rhubarb is delicious baked, using 


a cupful of sugar to a pint of finely 
cut rhubarb. Bake In an earthen dish 
until jellylike in consistency. 


Rhubarb Cup Pudding.—Put a tea- 


spoonful of sweetened, stewed rhubarb 
Into a buttered cup. Pour boiling wa- 
ter on a pint of bread crumbs and let 
them soak until soft and then drain.' 
Add a well beaten egf to the crumbs, 
a tablespoonful of sugar and a little 
nutmeg. Turn this over the rhubarb 
in the cups and bake. Add a cupful 
of chopped peanuts that have been, 
carefully cleaned from the little brown 
husk, to a well cooked corn mush and 
mold In a small bread pan to cut in 
slices to fry. Other nuts such as hick- 
ory or walnut meats may be added, 
but the peanuts are so common that 
they are always ID the market.

An ounce of edible meat--lean meat, 
fat and lean, suet or fat trimmed from 
steak, chops, or roast--seems hardly 
worth saving. 
Many households take just this view 
of the m atter—do not trouble to put 
such an insignificant scrap into the ( 
Icebox or soup pot—dd not bother to J 
save for cookery a spoonful or two of 
drippings or a tiny bit of suet or fat. I 
Yet if every one of the 20,000,000 
American 
families 
on 
the 
average 
wastes each day only one ounce of 
edible meat or fat, it means a daily 
waste of 1,250.000 pounds of animal 
food—450,000,000 pounds of valuable 
animal food a year, according to sta­ 
tisticians of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
At average dressed weights, it would 
take the gross weight of over 875,000,- 
000 steers, or over 3,000.000 hogs— 
bones and all—to provide this weight 
of meat or fat for each garbage pail 
or kitchen sink. 
If the bones and 
butcher’s waste are eliminated, these 
figures would he increased to 1,150,000 
cattle and 3,700,000 hogs. 
Or, again, if the waste were distrib­ 
uted according to tho per capita con­ 
sumption of the various meats (exclud­ 
ing bones), It would use up a com­ 
bined herd of over 538,000 beef ani­ 
mals, 
291,000 
calves, 
over 
025,000 
sheep and lambs, and over 2,132,000 
hogs. 
Millions of tons of feed and hay, 
the grass from vast pastures and the 
labor of armies of cattlemen 
and 
butchers also would be scrapped by 
this meat-waste* route. 
Waste of meat or fat is inexcusable, 
say the government experts. 
Every 
bit of lean meat can be used in soups, 
stews, or in combination with cereals; 
every spoonful of fat can be employed 
In cookery; every bit of drippings and 
gravy can be saved so easily and used 
to add flavor and nourishment to other 
dishes.

Value of Corn Meal in the 
Diet Underestimated, Says 
Expert in Home Economics 


Include corn meal in the diet and 
learn to like it. The qualities of corn 
meal have been underestimated, In the 
opinion of Mrs. Mary P. Van Zile, dean 
of the division of home economics in 
Hip Kansas State Agricultural college. 
Bolted corn meal is now cheap, as 
compared with other cereals. 
It costs 
about half as much as wheat flour, 
only a third as much as rolled oats, 
and a fourth as much as rolled wheat. 
Corn meal has a high food value, 
says Mrs. Van Zile. Although the bolt­ 
ed meal does not supply so much tis­ 
sue-building material as wheat flour, 
it does supply more starch and fat. 
The unbolted corn meal, which is of 
good flavor and is preferred by many, 
has more tissue-building material, as 
well as more starch and fat, than tho 
wheat flour. 
For a long time pellagra was sup­ 
posed to be contracted through eating 
corn meal. Scientific investigation has 
proved that this is false and there is 
no danger from eating ordinary quanti­ 
ties. 
Corn meal can be used successfully 
in a variety of ways. 
As a breakfast 
cereal, fruit mush, corn bread, or as 
corn griddle cakes it is a success from 
a nutritive* as well as tin economic 
standpoint. A satisfactory bread may 
be made by using one-half wheat flour 
.and one-half corn meal.

rich sirup results. 
Keep this In a ja r 
in the ice chest and when wishing to 
serve it, a tablespoonful of the sirup 
Is stirred into a glass of cold milk. 
Cocoa is liked by some with a very 
little vanilla flavor and a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch to give it more richness* 
A pinch of cinnamon or cloves is an­ 
other addition liked by some. 
Chill 
the cocoa, mix it 
with 
sugar 
and 
cream and serve with whipped cream 
on top. 
Fruit Mint Julep.—Boil three pints, 
of water and one and a half pounds 
of sugar .ten minutes. 
Remove from 
the heat and add a packed cupful of 
mint leaves. 
Cover and let stand ten, 
minutes. 
Strain through two thick-' 
nesses of cheesecloth and cool. 
Strain 
the juice of 12 lemons, add one and a 
half cupfuls, each of orange and straw­ 
berry juice and turn into the mint 
sirup; let blend at least an hour. 
When ready to serve pour a quart of 
charged water over a large piece of ice 
in the punchbowl, then turn in the 
mint julep. 
Sprigs of mint and a few 
slices of fresh strawberries make a 
pretty addition to the bowl. 
The secret of fine-flavored iced tea 
is to make it fresh. 
Draw the tea 
about three minutes, then pour it over 
ice and let stand in chipped ice until 
chilled. 
Serve by filling glasses one- 
third full of shaved Ice and top with 
a bit of lemon. Let each person sweet­ 
en his own tea. 
Gingerade.—This is a drink which 
sliould be used as It is not only pal­ 
atable but economical. . Stir a table­ 
spoonful of ginger with four of sugar, 
add a pint of chilled water and serve 
when settled. 
Some like a dash of 
vinegar, others a little molasses in­ 
stead of sugar for sweetening. 
This 
is an old-fashioned harvest drink. 
Orangeade.—For this simple drink: 
allow a pint of cold water for each 
pint of orange juice with the Juice of 
one lemon. 
Add sugar to taste and 
stand near the ice until ready to serve. 
At serving time beat an egg very light 
and pour the liquid over It. 
Serve at 
once.

ECONOMY HINTS. 
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When vegetables such as lettucc are 
wilted do not throw them away, wash 
in cold water then place 
in a pail tightly covered 
and let stand an hour or 
two when the crisp fresh­ 
ness will have returned. 
Parsley may be kept for 
two or three weeks, by 
washing it carefully and 
then putting it into a 
glass jar with a cover 
well screwed on. It will 
help to wash the parsley 
once or twice during the time it is 
kept, shaking off the surplus water. 
I A coffee can is a fine receptacle for 
crisping lettuce or parsley as it is 
easier to handle from a large-mouthed 
receptacle. 
. 
This is the season for mushrooms 
and they may be found in old pastures 
or woods in abundance, affording deli­ 
cious food at little cost. 
Raspberries and strawberries keep 
better wiien spread out on a platter 
or plate, in fact twice as long as when 
heaped in a dish; the weight of the 
berries crush and spoil them. 
Oatmeal Cookies.—Take two cupfuls 
of fine or ground oatmeal which has 
been browned, two cupfuls of flour, 
one egg, a half cupful of sour milk 
and a half teasj)oonful of soda, a half 
cupful of shortening and a cupful of 
sugar, add raisins and nuts and drop 
from a teaspoon on a well-greased 
baking pan. 
Iihubarl? is delicious baked, using 
a cupful of sugar to a pint of finely 
cut rhubarb. Bake in an earthen dish 
until jellylike in consistency. 
Rhubarb Cup Pudding.—Put a tea­ 
spoonful of sweetened, stewed rhubarb 
into a buttered cup. Pour boiling wa­ 
ter on a pint of bread crumbs and let 
them soak until soft and then drain. 
Add a well beaten egf to the crumbs, 
a tablespoonful of sugar and a little 
nutmeg. 
Turn this over the rhubarb 
in the cups and bake. 
Add a cupful 
of chopped peanuts that have been, 
carefully cleaned from the little brown 
husk, to a well cooked corn mush and 
mold in a small bread pan to cut in 
slices to fry. Other nuts such as Jilck- 
ory or walnut meats may be added, 
but the peanuts are so common that 
they are always in the market.

Aviation Examination. 


The following is taken from a personal 


letter from Henry J. binith, at preaent a 
member of the officers' training camp at j 
Fort Niagara, N. Y. ' 
• 
• 


Dearest "Dad", 


Thank heavens! I'm not suffering from 


ocnUr nystamue, hyperphoria, exophotia, 
or esopborla; nor from one hundred and 
one other diseases of the eyes. My naree 
and enetachian tubes are unobstructed.' 
My bones and joints are O. K. And last, 
but not least, my equilibrium is normal 
Wow! By this time, 1 Kuesa you are be- 
ginning to think camp life is affecting 
my upper story! Maybe it ia and maybe 
it isn't! To come to the point, I took the 
physical examination for the Aviation 
Service, on Thursday, and I think I was 
successful. At least, there has no fault 
found with me, and 1 am now awaiting 
the final decision. 


But to tell you something of the exam 


ination, which, in my opinion, was one 
of the stifffast that could possibly be given 
anyone. Only a small percentage of those 
who apply paee the physical test. The 
first question popped at me was "Have 
you ever been seasick?" I answered 


No"; but I didn't explain a had never 


been out to sea! "Have you ever had 
buzzing in the ears, or attacks of dii- 
zinese, or suffered a severe injury to your 
bead?" were some more questions. Then 
I looked thru more glasses, lights and 
prisms than you can enumerate. My 
near-sightedness and far-sightedness, color 
perception and vision were thoroughly 
tested. The heart, lungs and blood pres 
sure next came under the hammer. • One 
must have at least three inches' chest ex 
pansion. Feet must be O. K; also the 
teeth. Tonsils and adenoids must not be 
present The eyes must be 20 20, each 
tested at 20 feet from a test card. Jaeger 
No. 1 test type must be read by each eye 
at less than 11 centemeters. At 20 feet 
the applicant must be able to hear with 
each ear barely audible whisper. Noth- 
ing is left unexamined. 


The seventh sense, Equilibrium, must 


be almost perfect. The other six senses 
must not be impaired, but the seventh be 
unbalanced. The applicant shuts his eyes 
and balances himself on his bare feet 
with his heels and toes together. Simple? 
Try it. One minute is the time, and there 
must be no swagging. The applicant is 
next seated in a revolving desk chair 
Rabine's, Klingel's, or "Doc" Snyder's 
chairs will answer. He is whirled ten 
times in each direction in ten seconds! 
On stopping, he must look in to opposite 
direction. The seconds' duration of oscil- 
lation is noted, and must be near 26. A 
variation of 10 is allowed for the brain to 
find its balance. Twenty more times the 
applicant is twirled sitting straight with 
head dropped at 90°.. He raises hie head 
on stopping. If normal he., will throw his 
weight far to the side in which he has 
been whirled. Next he points to an ob 
ject, closes his eyes, is revolved 20 times— 
10 each way—and must then point, with 
his eyes still closed, toward the object 
He must then walk, with his eyes closed, 
tweenty feet, and return, in a straight 
line—in stocking feet Try it! Two yeart' 
college training or its equivalent are 
necessary for the Aviation Service. 
The 


age limit is 19 to 28. 


What will next become of me ? I don't 


know. Some applicants have been bent 
to Ithaca, N. Y.; Others to Toronto, and 
maybe some will be sent to France 
schools. The work is thrilling and is 
more or less appealing. And the danger 
isn't any greater there than any place 
else, An aviator has a much better life 
ia the army than a soldier. He is his 
own boss to some extent. I don't know a 
thing about gas engines, and perhaps they 
wont want me. I'll wait and see. But 
I'm glad I passed the examination 


The Artillery work is goiog along very 


well. The horses haven't arrived as yet, 
and hence I'm still here. We have Stand* 
ing Gun Drill at the gun park every morn- 
ing from 7 until 12—And with a mile's 
walk to the park and back, I'm getting 
plenty of exercise. I've a wonderful coat 
of tan, and I'm feeling better than ever 
before. I weigh about 15 pounds heavier 
than when I left New Oxford. 
As I told 


you before, we have the 2nd N. Y. N. G. j 
field artillery 3 inch guns here—12 guns. 
With the mobilization, about 750 guards- 
men are expected here with their moont- 
ed band. We study all parts of the gun, 
caisson, limber, store wagon content?, 
harness, carpenter and blacksmith outfit?, 
and all the different instruments, range 
finders, B. C. telescopes, panoramic sight?, 
etc., etc. It is all very wonderful and in 
tereeting. But it means work, work, 
work. 1 shall write more about the gun 
and its work later. I can now test a field 
telephone and take down alow telegraph 
ing. A jack*of all-trades am I!
